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GOALS 


A  MIDDLE-AGED  man,  possess- 
ing all  the  social  graces  of 
charm,  tact,  philanthropy,  intelli- 
gence, and  moderate  success  in  the 
business  world,  found  himself 
extremely  despondent  one  rainy 
afternoon.  He  was  about  to  receive 
a  new  position  in  his  work  and 
tne  uncertainty  of  the  change 
brought  with  it  an  amount  of  un- 
happy concern.  He  was  worried 
about  his  own  gain  or  loss  and 
the  opportunity  to  show  his  real 
value,  but  he  was  also  concerned 
about  his  successor's  ability  to  fill 
successfully  the  job  which  he  now 
was  vacating. 

This  uncertainity,  beginning  only 
as  a  small  consideration,  soon 
developed  itself  into  a  sincere 
doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
forthcoming  move.  Did  the  execu- 
tive board  really  understand  all 
the  ramifications  of  their  intended 
switch  in  personnel?  Or  were  there 
factors  which  had  thus  far  escaped 
their  attention? 

But,  even  worse,  the  uncertainty 
crept  into  other  areas  of  thought 
as  well.  This  man  had  set  goals 
for  himself  and  it  seemed  now  as 
though  he  had  utterly  failed  to 
achieve  them.  As  he  looked  out  of 
the  curtained  window,  he  felt  the 
immensity  of  the  world  and  his 
own  insignificance.  He  longed  to 
be  a  part  of  all  he  saw,  a  shining 
light  for  all  the  world;  but  instead 
he  felt  as  though  he  were  a  pri- 
soner, locked  up  in  a  dreary  and 
impossible  place.  His  accomplish- 
ments at  work  were  far  from 
amazing — and  work  itself  did  not 
seem  all  that  important  anyway — 
nor  had  he  contributed  sub- 
stantially to  the  overall  welfare  of 
the  world.  No-one  really  knew  of 
him,  no-one  really  knew  his  worth. 
Even  he  himself  could  find  no  real 
value  within  him. 

Despondent  but  calm,  he  knelt 
upon  his  knees  and  expressed  all 
the  faith  he  had  in  God.  In  the 
bitterness  of  his  soul,  he  cried 
aloud:  "Oh  God,  I  did  my  best  at 


times,  at  times  my  worst;  I  have 
both  failed  and  won.  I  had  my 
day  and  now  that  day  is  done; 
there  is  no  one  that  really  cares. 
The  world  is  not  just  done  with 
me:  in  truth,  it  has  nought  to  do 
with  me.  I  have  lived  my  life  and 
now  it  looks  as  though  there  is 
little  left.  Please  take  me.  Father, 
to  Thy  side,  or  where  my  future 
home  might  be;  but  do  not  leave 
me  here,  I  pray."  Many  words 
rushed  forth  from  his  heart,  and 
yet  he  remained  in  control  of  him- 
self as  he  pleaded  that  he  might 
end  his  journey  here. 

But  although  he  continued  his 
prayer  at  great  length,  when  he 
finally  ceased,  he  was  forced  to 
rise  again  to  his  feet,  for  God  had 
not  taken  him.  "Why  not,"  he 
wondered.  "I  am  not  so  important 
to  this  world  that  I  cannot  be 
spared.  I  have  no  real  function, 
no  future  that  matters."  But,  no 
matter  what  he  said  to  himself,  he 
could  not  deny  that  he  was  still 
alive.  And  so  he  sought  some  ex- 
planation. 

He  discovered  that,  if  he  was  not 
indispensible  to  the  world,  perhaps 
the  world  was  indispensible  to  him. 
If  goals  of  setting  the  world  on 
fire  were  impossible,  maybe  he 
should  set  goals  of  another  type, 
in  another  area  of  endeavour. 
Goals  should  be  high,  but  they 
need  not  be  impossible.  It  was 
clear  that  not  everyone  has  even 
the  possibility  of  leading  govern- 
ments, directing  hugh  companies, 
or  becoming  millionaires.  What 
goal  can  be  set,  then,  that  are  more 
practical,  that  would  make  life 
worthwhile?  He  began  to  realise 
that,  just  as  important  as  the 
effect  he  was  having  on  the  world, 
was  the  effect  the  world  was 
having  on  him. 

God  had  left  him  alive,  so  there 
must  be  a  reason.  But  what  could 
be  the  reason  for  his  continuance? 
Indeed  what  was  the  reason  for 
his  placement  here  in  the  first

ALHOEWEL  dit  die  algemene 
geloof  is  dat  ,,Kom  Heiliges" 
op  die  Mormon  Voortrekkers  se 
reis  tussen  Winter  Quarters  en 
Salt  Lake  City  geskryf  is,  is  die 
lied  waarlik  geskryf  terwyl  die 
geselskap  van  Brigham  Young 
(waarvan  William  Clayton  'n  lid 
was)  naby  Locust  Creek  tussen 
Nauvco  en  Winter  Quarters  was. 
William  Clayton  se  dagboek  bevat 
net  n  bale  kort  aanmerking  daar- 
van,  ondsr  die  datum  van  Woens- 
dag.  15  April  1946:  „Vanm6re  het 
ek  'n  nuwe  lied  komponeer — AUes 
Wei." 

Sover  as  iemand  weet,  is  dit  die 
enigste  verwysing  na  die  oorsprong 
van  hierdie  lied  wat  in  die  geskrifte 
van  die  outeur  of  ander  Voortrek- 
kers verskvn.  In  die  Relief  Society 
Magazine  dl  8.  bl.  57,  1921).  vind 
ons  die  volgende  verhaal:  ,,Deur- 
dat  hy  bale  angs  gevoel  het  cor 
die  geklae  in  die  kamp  van  Israel, 
het  President  Young  saam  met 
Ouderling  William  Clayton  opsy- 
gegaan  en  hy  het  vir  hom  gese: 
,Broer  Clayton,  ek  wil  dat  U  'n 
kerklied  skryf,  wat  die  mens  saans 
om  die  laervuure  kan  sing;  'n  ge- 
sang  wat  huUe  bystand  en  onder- 
steuning  sal  gee,  en  wat  hulle  sal 
help  om  teen  die  bale  moeite  en 
besoekinge  van  die  reis  te  beveg.' 
Ouderling  Clayton  het  homself  uit 
die  laer  verwyder  en.  net  na  twee 
ure,  het  teruggekom  met  die  kerk- 
lied wat  bekend  staan  as  ,Kom 
Heiliges,'  Sy  persoonlike  getuienis 
gegee  is  met  die  strekking  dat  .  .  . 
die  lied  deur  die  guns  en  inspirasie 
van  God  geskryf  is." 

Hierdie  verhaal,  of  'n  faksimilee 
daarvan,  is  bale  keer  gepubliseer, 
maar  sommige  het  die  egtheid 
daarvan  betwyfel,  deurdat  William 
Clayton  het  niks  daarvan  in  sy 
dagboek  geskryf  nie,  en  ook  daar 
ons  geen  oorspronklike  verslag  van 
hierdie  gebeurtenis  het  nie.  Maar 
of  dit  eg  is  of  nie,  nog  het  die 
gesang  die  bedoeling  gevul  wat  in 
die  bewerende  besoek  van  President 
Young  voortgestel  is:  dit  is  elke 
aandom    die    laeruure   gesing;    dit 
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het  bystand  en  ondersteuning  vir 
die  Voortrekkers  aangebied;  en  dit 
het  hulle  bale  gehelp  om  die  nutte- 
lose  sorge  af  te  le,  en  teen  „die 
baie  moeite  en  besoekinge  van  die 
reis  te  beveg." 

Baie  aandoenlike  gebeurtenisse 
van  die  Voortrekkers  se  trekke  het 
reeds  geskryf  geword.  President 
Heber  J.  Grant  skryf  in  die  artikel 
„Our  Favourite  Hymn"  (The  Im- 
provement Era,  bl.  17,  ged.  2,  1914), 
dat  sy  skoonvader,  Oscar  Winters, 
het  vir  hom  die  volgende  storie 
vertel : 

.,Soos  ons  laertrek,  het  ons  een 
nag  gesien  dat  een  van  ons  broers 
nie  in  die  laer  was  nie  en  'n  vry- 
willigerseenheid  is  dadelik  ge- 
organiseer  om  terug  te  gaan  en 
sien  of  lets  verkeerd  was.  Net  soos 
ons  reeds  was  om  te  begin  uitgaan, 
sien  ons  die  verlore  broer,  as  hy 
van  die  verte  na  ons  laer  kom. 
Toe  hy  aangekom  het,  het  hy  gese 
dat  hy  baie  siek  gew^ees  het;  dus 
het  party  van  ons  die  juk  van  sy 
osse  afgehaal  en  na  sy  deel  van  die 
laerpligte  gesien.  Na  die  aandete, 
het  hy  vour  die  laeruure  gekom  en 
daar  op  'n  groot  rots  neergesit,  en 
met  'n  baie  swak  maar  nog  klaende 
en  lieflike  stem  het  hy  die  lied 
.,Kom  Heiliges"  gesing.  Dit  was  die 
wet  van  die  kamp  dat,  as  iemand 
daardie  lied  begin  sing  het,  moet 
almal  saam  met  hom  sing.  Maar 
hierdie  keer.  om  die  een  of  ander 
rede,  het  niemand  saamgesing  nie. 
Hy  het  die  gesang  alleen  gesing. 
Toe  hy  klaar  was,  was  daar  nie 
een  droee  oog  in  die  hele  kamp 
nie.  Die  volgende  more  sien  ons 
dat  hy  sy  osse  nie  inspan  nie.  Ons 
aan  na  sy  wa  en  sien  dat,  ge- 
durende  die  nag,  het  hy  dood- 
gegaan.  Ons  het  'n  vlak  graf 
gegrawe  en,  nadat  ons  hom  met 
grond  bedek  het,  het  ons  die  groot 
rots  tot  die  hoof  van  die  graf 
gerol  om  die  graf  aan  te  wys  — 
dieselfde  rots  waarop  hy  net  die 
vorige  nag  gesit  en  sing  het: 
..Maar  word  ons  reis  beindig  met 
die  dood,  Vreug  vol  dag.  Heiliges!"

At  last  our  problems  have  been 
solved:  no  more  headaches  as  far 
as  transportation,  teachers,  and 
a  meeting  place  is  concerned  — 
and  this  is  quite  something.  Yes, 
gone  are  the  days  that  we  tried  to 
pick  up  ninety  children  with  three 
cars  that  were  not  road  worthy, 
(also  to  tell  sixty  children  to  wash 
their  hands  before  Primary  com- 
menced at  Sister  LiUian  Brum- 
mer's  house)  and  gone  are  those 
days  that  I  had  to  make  three 
trips  in  Linden  and  vicinity  first 
before  I  had  to  pick  up  Ramah's 
children  and  teach  four  classes. 

Since  we  were  given  permission 
by  President  Alldredge  to  have  our 
Primary  on  a  Sunday  morning  at 
9.00  a.m.  things  have  been  much 
easier.  More  responsibility  has 
been  placed  on  the  shoulders  of 
parents  and  I  must  say  that  it  im- 
proved matters  all  around  Priest- 
hood attendance  is  better,  as  well 
reverence  in  our  classes  now  as 
as  Sunday  School.  We  have  greater 
well   as  during   opening   exercises. 


We  have  a  Priesthood  advisor  now 
who  can  attend  our  meetings,  we 
can  also  invite  parents  to  the 
classes  to  see  what  their  children 
are  learning. 

The  teachers  are  the  pick  of  the 
crop.

IN  sy  rede  in  die  sinagoge  van  Antiochie  getuig  Paulus  aan  die  Jode 
van  die  opstanding  van  Christus:  „Maar  God  het  Horn  uit  die  dode 
opgewek.  En  gedurende  baie  dae  het  Hy  verskyn  aan  die  wat  saam 
met  Horn  opgegaan  liet  van  Galilea  na  Jerusalem,  en  liuUe  is  Sy  getuies 
by  die  volk".  (Hand.  13:  30-31)  So  vind  ons  dieselfde  gedagte  van  getuie 
te  wees  in  die  verkiesing  van  Matthias  as  apostel  in  die  plek  van  Judas 
Iskariot:  „Van  die  manne  dan,  wat  saam  met  ons  rondgegaan  het  .  .  . 
van  huUe  moet  daar  een  saam  met  ons  getuie  word  van  sy  opstanding." 
(Hand.  1:  21-22) 

In  'n  studie  van  die  Nuwe  Testament  blyk  dit  dan  ook  duidelik  dat 
die  Apostels  nooit  hierdie  roeping,  om  getuies  vir  Christus  te  wees,  ver- 
saak  het  nie.  Naas  die  Apostels  vind  ons  dat  bekeerllng  wat  in  die  kerk 
van  Christus  gedoop  is,  met  die  oplegging  van  liande  vir  die  ontvangs  van 
die  Heilige  Gees,  ook  van  Christus  getuig.  (Hand.  6)  Selfs  die  Psalmis 
roep  ons  op  om  na  sy  getuienis  te  kom  luister:  „Kom  luister,  en  laat  my 
vertel,  julle  wat- God  vrees,  wat  Hy  aan  my  siel  gedoen  het."  (Ps.  66:  16) 

Net  soos  in  voorafgaande  dispensasies,  het  God  ook  in  hierdie,  die 
laaste  dispensasie,  die  dispensasie  van  die  volheid  van  die  tye,  weer 
voorsiening  gemaak  vir  mense  wat  vir  Christus  en  van  Christus  kan 
getuig.  Die  Kerk  van  Jesus  Christus  van  die  Heiliges  van  die  Laaste 
Dae,  is,  net  soos  die  oorspronklike  kerk  van  die  Nuwe  Testament,  gebou 
op  'n  fondament  van  Apostels  en  Profete.  (Efese.  2:  20)   (1  Kor.  12:  28) 

Die  roeping  van  'n  Apostel,  ook  in  hierdie  laaste  dae,  is  om  'n 
speciale  getuie  vir  Christus  te  wees.  So  vind  ons  die  Apostels  van  ge- 
noemde  kerk  besig  om  die  wereld  deur  te  reis  ter  vervulling  van  hierdie 
opdrag.  In  ooreenstemming  met  die  kerk  van  die  Nuwe  Testament  word 
bekeerlinge  in  hierdie  kerk  gedoop  deur  onderdompeling  in  die  naam  van 
die  Vader;  en  van  die  Seun  en  van  die  Heilige  Gees,  waarna  hulle  deur 
die  oplegging  van  hande  deur  iemand  wat  die  volmag  daartoe  besit,  as 
lede  van  die  kerk  van  Christus  bevestig  word  met  die  belofte  „ontvang 
die  Heilige  Gees".  Alleenlik  deur  'n  voorbeeldige  lewe  te  lei  kan  enige 
lid  van  hierdie  kerk  aanspraak  maak  op  die  leiding  van  die  Heilige 
Gees;  alleenlik  deur  die  leiding  van  die  Heilige  Gees  kan  ons  die  nodige 
getuienisse  ontvang  wat  van  'n  Heilige  van  die  Laaste  Dae  verwag 
word.

"In  Service"  meetings.  And  the 
spirit  that  we  have  in  tlie  Primary 
is  absolutely  wonderful.

How  do  I  know  the   Book  of   Mormon 
to  be  the  Word  of  God? 

by  N.  C.  van  Niekeck,  Spring 

HOW  do  I  know  the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  the  word  of  God?  Tl^is 
question  can  quite  easily  be  drawn  out  to  aii  almost  interminable 
debate,  which  most  often  is  simply  incapable  of  either  proving  or  dis- 
proving the  validity  of  the  book.  But  if  we  pursue  the  subject  with  even 
a  bare  minimum  of  intelligence  and  accept  the  evidences  as  they  are, 
and  not  as  we  want  them  to  be,  then  it  is  very  simple  maJbter  indeed  to 
ascertain  the  validity  of  this  marvellous  work! 

'In  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  shall  every  word  be  esta- 
blished." II  Corinthians  13:  1.  This  is  the  universal  rule  of  law  through- 
out all  civilisation  and  no  government  on  earth  will  knowingly  depart 
therefrom,  for  the  fear  that  justice  will  be  miscarried.  By  this  simple 
rule  of  law  and  order,  we  establish  many  great  and  marvellous  principles 
of  truth;  by  this  simple  rule  of  law  we  stand  or  fall. 

When  Peter  had  thrice  denied  the  Christ,  the  truth  smote  him  a 
terrific  blow  so  that  he  almost  broke  under  the  impact  of  repentance. 
Thrice  in  one  night  the  Angel  Moroni  visited  the  Prophet  Joseph  in 
order  that,  "every  word  be  established".  In  baptism  we  call  upon  the 
Holy  Trinity  to  establish  the  validity  of  our  covenant  with  the  Most 
High.  Three  people  officiate  in  the  actual  ordinance:  one  to  baptise  the 
candidate  and  two  witnesses.  Three  constitute  the  First  Presidency,  and 
three  constitute  the  Bishopric.  Need  I  elaborate  any  further? 

The  Old  Testament  is  replete  with  vivid  prophesies  of  the  coming 
of  the  Lamb  of  God.  Isaiah  alone  gives  several  examples  of  this  amazing 
phenomenon,  even  declaring  plainly  that  a  Virgin  shall  be  the  earthly 
mother  of  this  Lamb.  One  would  think  that  when  this  astonishing 
event  actually  did  take  place,  Israel  would  have  joyously  and  unreserved- 
ly accepted  that  Prophet. 

The  whole  New  Testament  is  a  vivid  reality  of  the  prophesies  of  the 
Old  Testament — two  witnesses  testifying  to  the  world  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ.  And  He  is  the  proof  that  the  witnesses  speak  truely.  But  still, 
so  unbelieving  did  Israel  prove  herself  that  He  had  to  declare  in  the 
most  emphatic  terms,  "If  any  man  will  do  His  will  (the  will  of  the 
Father),  he  shall  know  of  the  doctr  ne,  whether  it  be  of  God,  or 
whether  I  speak  of  myself."  The  prophesy,  the  Reality,  the  test;  by  these 
three  the  Bible  stands  or  falls!  And  by  these  selfsame  three  the  Book  of 
Mormon  stands  or  falls. 

The  twenty-ninth  chapter  of  Isaiah  declares  in  no  uncertain  terms 
that  a  voice  speaking  from  the  dust,  like  a  familiar  spirit,  shall  be  still 
further  proof  that  the  Lamb  of  God  did  in  very  deed  walk  among  men! 
From  the  dust  of  time,  out  of  the  hill  Cumorah,  another  witness,  the 
Book  of  Mormon  has  hissed  forth  the  Truth  with  a  voice  most  familiar! 

And  how  do  I  know  that  this  is  the  truth?  There  are  not  only 
three  witnesses,  though  they  are  adequate  proof,  but  eleven  men — 
valiant  and  true — who  most  solemnly  declare  that  they  have  both  seen 
and  handled  the  gold  plates  claimed  by  Joseph  Smith  to  be  the  word  of 
God  to  the  ancient  Americans — eight  more  than  the  three  witnesses 
required  by  law  to  establish  the  truth. 

And  then,  mark  you,  the  matter  does  not  rest  here.  On  innumerable 
occasions  I  have  heard  children  solemnly  and  confidently  declare  before 
man  and  God  that  they  know  the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  the  word  of 
God.  Young  men  and  women,  men  and  women  matured  in  years  and 
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intelligence,  are  not  ashamed  to  testify  to  all  the  world  that  they  know — 
know,  mark  you — that  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  in  very  deed  the  Word  of 
God.  In  South  Africa  alone,  some  five  thousand  or  so  voices  in  all 
confidence  lay  claim  to  this  knowledge.  And  still  this  Ls  not  the  end  of 
the  matter.  Some  two  million  or  more  voices  the  world  over  proclaim 
the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  the  word  of  God.  The  evidence  is  already 
staggering. 

But  if  all  the  world  should  declare  against  this  vast  array  of  evidence 
here  and  now,  I  personally  cannot  accept  that,  for  I  know  with  all  the 
fibre  of  my  being  that  it  is  the  truth.  And  that  is  an  unalterable  fact! 
By  the  proof  of  millions  of  witnesses  I  know  that  this  is  the  truth,  but 
by  the  power  of  the  test  of  Moroni  10:  4-5  I  know  that  the  witnesses  lie 
not! 

"For  what  if  some  did  not  believe?  Shall  their  unbelief  make  the 
faith  of  God  without  effect?"  asks  Paul. 

Shall  the  unbelief  of  the  world  make  my  testimony  'without  effect"? 
The  unbelief  of  the  world  sent  the  testimony  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
rolling  forth  throughout  the  world  like  a  gigantic  flood,  and  no  man  can 
stop  it. 

So  I  have  before  me  the  most  conclusive  evidence  to  prove  that  the 
Book  of  Mormon  is  in  reality  the  word  of  God  to  the  ancient  Americans 
just  as  the  Bible  is  the  word  of  God  to  ancient  Israel! 

And  thus,  when  we  are  suddenly  confronted  with  a  demand  to 
prove  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  the  word  of  God,  we  have  the  solemn 
declaration  of  millions  and  more!  And  if,  in  the  face  of  such  staggering 
evidence,  a  man  will  not  accept  the  truth,  why  then  he  must  pay  the 
price  of  his  unbelief.

But  it  is  not  just  the  missiona- 
ries that  are  alive  in  this  Free 
State  town;  far  from  it.  In  fact, 
the  members  themselves  are  so 
active  that  almost  anything  might 
happen.

Dawid  in  Ps.  66:  18  —  As  ek  ongeregtigheid  bedoel  het  in  my  hart,  sou 
die  Here  nie  gehoor  het  nie."  So  glo  ons  dan  ook  vas  dat  opregtheid 
van  hart  onontbeerlik  is  vir  die  verkryging  van  'n  getuienis  van  die 
waarheid  van  die  herstelde  Evangelic  van  Christus. 

Ons  getuienis  mag  miskien  nie  sterk  genoeg  wees  om  u  wakker  te 
skud  nie,  nogtans  neem  dit  niks  van  die  waarheid  van  ons  getuienis  af 
nie,  en  sonder  enige  verdere  beredenering  volstaan  ons  met  die  woorde 
van  Christus  aan  Nikodemus,  soos  opgeteken  in  Joh.  3:  11.  ..Voorwaar 
Ek  se  vir  jou,  ons  spreek  wat  ons  weet  en  ons  getuig  wat  ons  gesien 
het,  en  julle  neem  ons  getuienis  nie  aan  nie." 

Ons  gebed  is  dat  hierdie  woorde  nie  eendag  voor  die  regterstoel  van 
Christus  in  u  ore  sal  weerklink  nie,  maar  dat  die  woorde  van  Hand.  17: 
11  op  u  van  toepassing  mag  wees:  „En  hierdie  mense  was  edelmoediger 
as  die  in  Thessalonika;  huUe  het  die  woord  met  al'.e  welwillendheid  ont- 
vang  en  elke  dag  die  skrifte  ondersoek  of  hierdie  dinge  so  was." 
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ONS  GETUIG     (Vervolg  van  bladsy  287) 

Daar  is  sender  twyfel  bale  mense  onder  die  sogenaamde  Christene, 
wat  een  of  meer  van  bogenoemde  getuienisse  het.  Ons  juig  saam  met 
hulle.  Geagte  leser,  as  dit  u  erns  is  met  u  godsdiens,  sal  u  egter  nie  rus 
voordat  u  al  hierdie  getuienisse  in  u  hart  het  nie  Soos  reeds  gese,  is 
daar  maar  net  een  manier  om  'n  getuienis  te  verkry,  en  dit  is  deur 
middel  van  die  Heilige  Gees.  1  Kor.  12:  3  —  „  ...  en  niemand  kan  sfi 
dat  Jesus  die  Here  is  nie,  behalwe  deur  die  Heilige  Gees."  In  Joh.  14:  17 
leer  Christus  ons  dat  die  wereld  nie  die  Gees  van  die  waarheid  of  die 
Heilige  Gees  kan  ontvang  nie,  omdat  dit  Hom  nie  ken  nie.  Elkeen  dan 
wat  verlang  na  die  gemeenskap  van  die  Heilige  Gees  sal  tenminste  aan 
die  volgende  vereistes  moet  voldoen: 

(a)  Moet  vervul  wees  met  'n  opregte  begeerte  om  die  wil  van  God 
in  sy  of  haar  lewe  te  laat  geskied. 

(b)  Moet  bereid  wees  om  God  te  soek  deur  gebed  en  bepeinsing  van 
Sy  gebooie  en  beloftes. 

(c)  Moet  die  Heilige  skrif  ondersoek  en  bestudeer  vir  groter  gennis. 
"No  man  is  saved  faster  than  he  gains  knowledge." 

(d)  Moet  bereid  wees  om  openbaarde  waarhede  onverwyld  op  sy 
lewe  van  toepassing  te  maak.  (Joh.  14:  15.  „As  julle  my  lief  het,  bewaar 
my  gebooie.  ■)  Geen  waarheid,  hoe  onbenullig  ookal  in  die  oe  van  die 
wereld;  geen  gebod,  hoe  klein  ookal,  mag  verwerp  word  nie. 

Liewe  leser,  as  u  hierdie  vyf  getuienisse  in  u  hart  het,  en  u  voel  u 
het  nou  genoeg  om  u  saligheid  te  verseker,  dan  wil  ek  u  net  daarop 
wys  dat  oor  die  twee  miljoen  mense  bereid  is  om  aan  u  te  getuig  dat 
u  meer  as  dit  nodig  het. 

U  antwoord  miskien — nee,  daar  kan  nie  meer  wees  nie;  daar  kan 
niks  meer  wees  behalwe  die  Bybel  nie.  Dit,  my  liewe  leser,  is  die 
antwoord  wat  die  hebendaagse  Jodedom  gee  aan  die  sogenaamde 
Christendom,  nl.  daar  kan  nie  meer  wees  as  die  Ou  Testament  nie.  U 
bejammer  die  Jood  in  sy  ongeloof  en  onkunde,  maar  is  u  nie  maar  net 
so  ongelowig  nie?  U  bely  'n  onveranderlike  God  (Hebr.  13:  8).  Tog  wil 
u  Hom  beperk  tot  die  dae  van  die  Bybel.  U  beweer,  saam  met  die  predi- 
kers  van  vandag,  dat  alle  openbaring  gestaak  is;  God  sal  nie  weer  met 
die  mens  praat  nie.  Is  dit  dan  onmoontlik  vir  God  om  weer  met  die 
mens  te  praat?  Nee,  se  u,  God  kan  weer  met  die  mens  praat,  want  Hy 
is  almagtig.  Kan  u  dan  erken  dat  daar  'n  vae  moontlikheid  bestaan  dat 
God  wel  verdere  openbarings  aan  die  mens  gedoen  het. 

Ons  verdere  getuienis  aan  die  wereld  is  dan  ook: 

(1)  Dat  die  volheid  van  die  Evangelic  van  Christus  op  aarde  herstel 
is  soos  opgeteken  in 

(2)  Die  Boek  van  Mormon,  wat  ook  die  Woord  van  God  is,  net  soos 
die  Bybel; 

(3)  Dat  Joseph  Smith  die  Boek  van  Mormon  vertaal  het  deur 
die  krag  van  God  en 

(4)  Dat  Joseph  Smith  'n  profeet  van  God  is. 

Dit  is  dan  ook  hierdie  getuienis  wat  'n  Heilige  van  die  laaste  dae  van 
die  res  van  die  wereld  onderskei;  dit  is  hierdie  getuienis  wat  iemand 
moet  he  voordat  hy  sover  sal  kom  om  by  die  Kerk  van  Jesus  Christus 
van  die  Heiliges  van  die  Laaste  Dae  aan  te  sluit. 

Hoe  word  so  'n  getuienis  verkry?  Die  antwoord  lees  ons  in  die  Boek 
van  Mormon  —  Moroni  10:  4-5.  „En  wanneer  u  hierdie  dinge  ontvang, 
vermaan  ek  u  om  God,  die  Ewige  Vader,  in  die  Naam  van  Christus  te 
vra  of  hierdie  dinge  nie  die  waarheid  is  nie;  en  as  u  met  'n  opregte 
hart,  en  eerlike  bedoeling  en  met  geloof  in  Christus  vra,  sal  Hy  die 
waarheid  daarvan  deur  die  mag  van  die  Heilige  Gees,  aan  u  openbaar. 
En  deur  die  mag  van  die  Heilige  Gees  kan  u  die  waarheid  van  alle  dinge 
weet." 

Die  vermaning  dat  ons  moet  bid  met  ., opregte  hart  en  eerlike 
bedoeling",  regverdig  spesiale  vermelding  in  die  lig  van  die  woorde  van

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place?  Suddenly  he  felt  the  short- 
ness of  this  life-span  and  there 
came  a  hint  that  tliere  was  some- 
thing before  all  this  and  some- 
thing beyond.  He  could  see  him- 
self in  the  midst  of  a  hugh  garden 
on  a  gigantic  earth,  with  Someone 
looking  down  to  observe  the  man- 
ner in  which  he  performed,  in 
which  he  grew.  He  began  to  under- 
stand a  little  more  about  pleasing 
God  at  this  time. 

Quietly  but  seriously,  he  began 
to  list  goals.  But  now  his  ideals 
were  such  as  could  be  shared  by 
everyone;  now  he  was  aiming  at 
something  within.  Being  here  for 
a  purpose,  he  reasoned  that  he 
should  perfect  himself  in  all  the 
ways  of  goodness  and  gain  as  much 
good  as  possible  from  his  earthly 
existence.  He  listed  qualities  of 
kindness,  charity,  patience,  humi- 
lity, and  willingness  to  forgive.  He 


aimed  at  wisdom  in.stead  of  intelli- 
gence, and  friends  in  place  of 
associates.  His  li.st  of  goals  changed 
its  course  from  acquisition  to  sim- 
ple growth — and  immediately  his 
life  took  on  shape  and  purpose. 

Kneeling  once  again  in  prayer, 
he  fervently  thanked  the  Lord: 
"Oh  my  Father,  now  I  thank  Thee 
for  the  life  Tliou  gavest  me;  and 
I  thank  Thee  for  the  knowledge 
that  my  purpose  still  is  here.  I 
thank  Thee,  Father,  for  Thy  gui- 
dance— asking  that  it  might  con- 
tinue —  that  I  might  continue 
growing,  till  I  be  brought  home  to 
Thee."  This  prayer  did  not  end 
when  he  arose  from  his  knees,  but 
rather  became  the  thread  upon 
which  his  life  was  wound  from  that 
point  onward.  And  in  this  manner 
did  he  learn  of  the  proper  setting 
of  goals  and  the  attainment  of 
happiness. 
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And  again  Alma  commanded  that  the  people  of 
the  church  should  impart  of  their  substance,  every 
one  according  to  that  which  he  had;  if  he  have 
more  abundantly  he  should  impart  more  abun- 
dantly; and  of  him  that  had  but  little,  but  little 
should  be  required,  and  to  him  that  had  not  should 
be  given.
